The most significant feature is the ap- 
pearance of a large number of fanatical 
viragos, worthy successors to those who 
played such a terrible part during the 
commune—fierce, unkempt, repellant, uMn- 
sexed creatures, using all their arts to in- 
cite their male companions to overt acts 
of violence. 

The cleavage between the military and 
the civil authorities is so complete that M 
Brisson, the retiring Premier, who has 
been entreated by President Faure to con- 
sent himself and prevail upon hfs colleagues 
to continue their duties until a new Cabi- 
net is formed, does not feel certain that the 
troops could be relied upon to quell serious 
Lurpulence. 

Gen Chanoine’s resignation is the result 
of systematic terrorizing by military chiefs, 
who charged him with being a traitor to 
his order in assenting to the proposition to 
refer the Dreyfus case to the Court of Cas- 
ation. 

Another doubtful element of the situation 
is the attitude of President Faure, who is 
known to be unfriendly to Brisson, and 1s 
suspected of looking favorably on the 
schemes of the military party. 

The Fashoda dispute takes quite a sec- 
ondary importance, owing to the intense 
gravity of the domestic situation. English 
residents in France are, however, becoming 
alarmed, and many are meking arrange- 
ments to move their households if war is 
declared.

DEFENDS HIS COURSE. 


GOVERNOR TANNER TELIS THE 
MINERS THAT HE WAS 
RIGHT. 


CRIMINALS FROM’ ALABAMA. 


That Is What He Calls the Men Im- 
ported at Virden to Take the 
Miners’ Places. 


MURPHYSRORO, IIL, Oct. 26.—Gov. John 
R. Tanner addressed a political meeting of 
miners here last night. After charging ex- 
Gov. Altgeld with gross mismanagement of 
his office, Gov. Tanner took up the mining 
trouble. He said: 

“My fellow-citizens, I want to talk a Iit- 
tle about this, because the version of this 
Virden affair which has gone to the public 
has been prejudicial to the executive of 
the State. This scale was accepted by the 
miners and operatives all over Illinois, and 
they all proceeded to work, except at two 
points, Pana and Virden. It is charged 
that the miners at Pana and Virden struck. 
That is not true; they were locked out. 

“A waiting rocess began. The mine 
operators would not pay the scale that ev- 
erybody else paid, but they shut down. They 
made the miners no proposition, until, fin- 
ally, when these men were almost reduced 
to starvation, they applied to tte Arbitration 
soard, created by law as. the only lawful 
forum in this State to seti.e such ques- 
tions, Iike law-abiding citizens. At Vir- 
den, in some way, they failed to get into 
court, from some technicality. At Pana 
the Arbitration Board was called. It went 
to Pana and summoned the mine owners 
and miners to come before the board. The 
miners came, as law-abiding citizens, but 
the operators refused. 

‘The miners set thelr case before the 
Arbitration Board, and while the rate fixed 
by the congress was 40c, by reason of the 
advantages in the mine the board fixed the 
rate at 383c. The miners said all right, we 
will accept it and go to work. The mine 
owners said no. We will import labor to 
run our own mines, They did import la- 
bor. It looked as if there were, going to 
be a riot at Pana, and they did have some- 
thing of a riot, but no one was hurt, and to 
preserve the peace I sent soldiers with iIn- 
structions to maintain the peace, but un- 
der no circumstances to act as agents for 
the operators to import labor. 

‘‘Later on Virden became the storm cen- 
ter and the Sheriff telegraphed for troops, 
saying there was going to be a terrible 
riot; he was unable to maintain the peace, 
etc. JI inquired into the facts and found 
that these locked out miners were there; 
their homes were there and that they had 
a right to be there. Iinstructed them not 
to bear arms. I learned that they had 
arms in the stockade and I telegraphed 
the Sheriff to know if he were deputizing 
any perso not e citizen of Macoupin 
County. fe said ‘No.’ I have found out 
since that he did not tell me the truth. I 
told him that no one had a right to act as 
deputy sheriff, to bear his commission as 
deputy sheriff in Macoupin County and 
that citizenship meant that he had lived in 
lllinols twelve months and in Macoupin 
County 90 days. 

‘‘Later I got a telegram from the Sheriff 
that trouble was imminent; that he must 
have soldiers to maintain order. Then I 
called him up over the telephone and asked 
him if it were the intention of the mine 
owners to import labor. He said that Mr. 
Lukens was there and could speak for hm- 
self. Lukens came to the telephone. I 
said: 

‘“* ‘Mr. Lukens, what is your purpose? If I 
send troops there do you propose to import 
labor?’ 

‘** *Yes,’ he replied, ‘I propose to handle 
my own property, run my own mine in my 
own way, and I will bring in that imported 
labor at the point of the bayonet and the 
muzzle of the Winchester.’ 

“IT said to him, ‘Mr. Lukens, you are mak- 
ing the mistake of your life. You must 
not do this. If you bring in those armed 
men and precipitate a riot and anybody is 
killed you are personally Mable and crim- 
inally responsible for whatever may hap- 
en. 

Pe He brought the men that afternoon, 150 
or 200, largely criminals from Alabama, 
criminals and loafers. Let me 6ay to you, 
my fellow-citizens, that the character of 
miners I see before me to-day, the good 
miners of the State of Illinois, will never 
load themselves into a car like cattle and

left his throat when he said so. I have 
gone as far to give the negro his full right 
as an American citizen as any man that 
lives in this country. My embargo is not 


against color; it is against this pernicious 
eystem, that if allowed to be indulged in, 
will make Illino's the dumping ground of 
the criminal and fdle classes of all other 
countries. 

“My position ts further misunderstood in 
that I was opposed to foreign labor, the la- 
bor of other States. That ts not true, La- 
borers from other States, white or black; 
from other countries, white or black. who 
come in in the ordinary way as peaceable 
citizens seeking honest employment I will 
give the same protection as I will give the 
cit'zens of the State of Illinois. 

“But, my fellow-citizens, I say this (they

THEY HAD HIT HIM _ HARD. 


When They Garnisheed His Salary He 
Quit Trying to Pay Exorbitant 
Interest and Is Now Free. 


Milton R. Andrews, bookkeeper for the 
Union Casualty and Surety Co., has scored 
a victory over the money lenders by avall- 
ing himself of the United States bankrupt- 
cy law. 

Through his attorney, Chester H. Krum, 
Mr. Andrews filed a petition in the United 
States District Court Wednesday morning, 
setting out the names of his creditors, 
among them the following, with the 
amounts due them: 

Charles L, Albertz, 900 Olive street, $53: 
George S. Weldon, 900 Olive street, $40; New 
York Financial Co., $30; National Financial 
Co., Commercial Buliding, $55; T. P. Rit- 
chie, Commercial Building, $45: John Mull- 
holland, Century Buiiding, $130; St. Louis 
Financial Co., $27.50: Daniel Tolman, Hol- 
land Building, $26. 

It will be seen that Mr. Andrews was in- 
debted to the lenders to the extent of sev- 
eral hundred dollars. He gave them per- 
s0nal notes for the arnounts borrowed, but 
offered no security. The money lender, it 
is said, after charging Mr. Andrews exor- 
bitant interest, rates, garnisheed his salary 
on several occasions. 

In the petition Andrews mentions. no as- 
sets save household furniture, personal ar- 
ticles and wearing apparel, which are ex- 
empt from execution. Several brokers are 
also given as creditors, with whom it is 
alleged Andrews has had extensive deal- 


ings. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on Mr. 
Andrews at his office at the Wainwright 
building, Wednesday afternoon, but he de- 
clined to make a statement relative to his 
voluntary bankruptcy petition. He inti- 
mated, however, that he had been hit hard 
and strong by the “shylocks’’ and pro- 
posed to escape from their clutch if pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Andrews succeeded. The United 
States authorities approved the petition 
and the lenders are left in the cold. Any 
attempt on their part now to levy on his 
salary will be in contempt of court, pun- 
ishable by heavy fine and imprisonment.

Arriving at the Poorhousé, Thomas open- 
ed the door of the ambulance. The odor 
of bad whisky filled all the surrounding 
atmosphere, nearly knocking him down and 
greatly surprising him.
